SPEEDWAY IN FULL SWING

COSTA MESA, CALIF. May 1, 1970 — 
Speedway racing opened with a roar in 
Orange County Friday night, as the 
*S,R.O.'" crowd of 4,700 fans broke all 
attendance records for this fairgrounds 
track, Promoter Harry Oxley assured 
the fans that by next Friday he would 
construct seating for an additional 1000 
patrons, 

The Scratch Main Event was the one 
everybody was waiting for, as TheGreat 
Bear Racing Team had their Fair-Haired 
boy, Larry Heinselman, in against two 
teammates from the USA Racing Team, 
Bill Cody and Mike Konle. Last man on 
the line in this race — and- definitely the 
man that the other three were concen- 
trating on was Rick Woods, Off the line, 
Heinselman grabbed the lead, by virtue 
of being in the pole position, while Woods 
Stormed around the outside, drifting into 
some of the loose surface thrown out by 
the previous races, He almost lost it as 
he dropped back to fourth place trying to 
control it, Coming out, it was Heinsel- 
man, Cody, Konle and Woods. As Rick 

‘moved up to pass Konle, Bill Cody spun 
out in the corner, but both Woods and 
Konle missed him as this now put Woods 
into second place, Cody kept the machine 
running and was back in the race, but no 
longer in contention as he was three- 


quarters of a lap behind the leader. 
Before Woods could get a chance to set 
Larry up to pass him, Heinselman pulled 
off the track with a sour engine, This left 
the win to Woods with Konle second and 
Cody third, 

After an impressive handicap console- 
tion win by Jim Gresham, the Handicap

BAKERSFIELD, CALIF, May 2, 1970— 
With the grandstands at the Kern County 
fairgrounds packed with mostly new- 
comer to speedway racing, Rick Woods 
helped make a number of permanent 
fans, as he turned in the first Grand 
Slam of the young speedway season, 
winning every race in which he was 
entered, 

In the special team matchrace, Woods 
and Larry Shaw were pitted against 
Sonny Nutter and Larry Heinselman, the 
pride of the Great Bear Racing Team, 
Woods grabbed the lead into the first 
corner, but much to his surprise, Nutter 
took it away on the first lap, But Rick 
poured it on, took the lead, and started 
playing his slow down game, whereby he 
goes into the corner in a full lock slide 
but keeps his foot down, dropping it hard, 
and slowing his speed through the corner, 
Ås he takes up the whole line through the 
corner, he is hard to pass, and to avoid 
a collision, the riders behind him must 
cut their speeds also, thus, giving his 
teammate a chance to move up, Luckily 
his strategy worked, as Shaw was able 
to get around Heinselman, and as they 
came across the line, it was Woods and 
Shaw winning with а score of 4-2, 

The second Division Main Event was 
somewhat of a heartbreaker, as local 
rider Jeff Sperry had engine trouble on 
the line and had to set the race out from 
the beginning. Tommy Bannon took the 
win in the 2nd division main with Steve 
Gresham and Les Chanky pushing him 
hard, 

The Scratch Main Event looked like the 
same line up as Friday night at Orange 
County, with Rick Woods, Bill Cody and 
Larry Heinselman. But instead of Mike 


Konle to back Cody for the USA racing 
team, it was Sonny Nutter backing Hein- 
selman for the Great Bear Racing Team, 
As the riders lined up to start the race, 
Woods jumped the gun and broke through 
the tapes, and by shear reflex, one of the 
‘other riders also went across the line, 
As they lined up again, instead of going 
to the pits, Rick was in line and the start- 
ing gate went up and the race was on, 
Nutter just sat on the line thinking the 
starter would black flag the race and 
disqualify Woods for his false start, 
When he realized that the race was not 
going to be stopped, he took off, but the 
rest of them had to great ofa lead for 
him to possibly overcome, (The rule 
state that if one rider breaks the tapes, 
he is disqualifed, if two or more go 
across the Hine on a false start, no 
matter who actually breaks the tape, it 
is a restart), Victory number two for 

Woods, 

At the start of the Handicap Main, Jim 
Gresham took the lead, with Graham and 
Cody right behind him, Following Cody 
was Dewayne Keeter and Woods. Woods 
had just passed Keeter, and as he went 
into the corner behind "Cody, Bil went 
down and Woods and Keeter were able to 
miss him by inches, Woods then moved 
past Terry Graham into second place, 
With only one lap to go, the crowd was 

_ going crazy and cheering like mad, as 
this was the same situation that "had 
happened in the semi, where Woods had 
been able to rattle "Jim enough to let 
Rick sneak under him, Jim's luck was 
just not with him, As he came out of the 
corner for the checkered flag, Woods 
got underneath and nipped him by only 
inches for the win,

All points were well taken concerning 
the handling of the event and course 
markings, 

My only comment has to do with the 
2nd loop: The “Typical comment” of 
“This just isn’t any fun" which Ron 
heard after it was over. 

‘Please include this comment in the 
same bag. I had a ball on the 2nd loop, 
enjoyed the rocks, dropped 6 points at 
the check in the canyon, bent my gear- 
shift under the peg, dropped off water- 
falls etc. But I still enjoyed the course, 

I thought all this trouble was because 
I rode a 350 lb, 500cc Triumph instead 
of a 250 lb 360cc motocross machine, 

To me, an enduro should be ridable 
throughout, moderate for the first loop 
for the novice rider and difficult in the 
second loop for the advanced rider, 
Speed averages, plus uneven and varied 
terrain, should be used; not simply three 
steps to push your bike up. This will 
give all classes of rider a fun ride, and 
make the trophy a real challenge.

GARDENA, CALIF. May 1, 1970— Tom 
Rockwood and his Triumph continued on 
what appears to be one of the hottest 
path in half mile racing, as the Gardena 
teenager swooped the troops Friday 
night in both the half-mile Main Event

Tom took the point 
lead away from Mert on the basis of his 
double win Friday night. 

The challenger this time was Jimmy 
Odom, who is back in racing on a full 
time basis, Jimmy also appears to be a 


full time threat, as he upset Rockwood 
in the heat race and then came from fourth 
place in the final to runaclosing second, 
Odom was also Triumph mounted, 

Next Friday Odom will join Rockwood, 
Lawwill and Mark Brelsford to make it 
a four rider dash all the way in the final, 

A bombshell was dropped on the riders 
at the riders meeting when Referee Chub 
Kellam announced that starting this Fri- 
day the minimum guaranteed purse will 
jump to a record $2100. 

This will be the highest paying non- 
national purse in the land this year and 
will be up for grabs every Friday night. 
The new payoff could mean more than 
$2,000 per month to a good rider who’s 
really on the gas, The Novice and Ama- 
teur winning purses will also greatly 
increase, 

Another surprise was Dusty Coppage 
and his new Yamaha 650. Coppage, long 
known for his TT racing, pulled a come

GARDENA, CALIF, April 30, 1970— A 
new brand of motorcycle appears to have 
made a new man out of Dusty Coppage, 
as he and his new Yamaha 650 won the 
Thursday night Ascot TT for the second 
straight time.

the Friday night half mile. 

John Hateley again won the Amateur 
the hard way by coming from last in his 
heat race to squeak into the semi, Again, 
John won the semi and then came from 
the back row in the final to win for the 
second straight week. 

The finish was a preview of things to 
come on the half mile the next night as 
Don Emde rolled in for second with Ted 
third. Hateley was Triumph mounted 
with Emde and Longwith on the BSA’s, 
Terry Dorsch was fourth. 

A see-saw battle for the Novice win 
took place between Gary Scott on the 
Bultaco and Kenny Roberts on his Mon- 
tesa. The two were even until the final 
lap when Scott put his best lap together 
and edged Roberts for the win.

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450 RIDE TOUGH RAMS ENDURO 


By Ron Schneiders 


MOJAVE, CALIF, May 3, 1970 — The 
Rams M.C. enticed 450 riders into the 
hot, high desert for a very well-run, 
super-tough enduro, Although the ad- 
vertisements said entries would be lim- 
ited to 700, the Ram’s reputation for 
tough runs, the weather and competing 
events conspired to keep the entry much 
smaller. 

The camping area was a wide-open 
spot just off Highway 14 and Hart's 
Road, 

The instruction sheet given to each 
contestant said quite plainly, ‘‘Thereare 
NO danger marks on this course. Three 
lines across the road or an arrowpoint- 
ing downwards signifies a disaster 
area!” and those who did not heed this 
only slightly exaggerated warning were 
efficiently pulled by the boys and/or 
equipment of Rescue 3. 

One rider, who rendered himself un- 
conscious less than three miles from the 
start, awoke to find a bright red figure 
bending over him and concluded that he 
had gone on to his just reward! 

The first loop went north, paralleling 
Highway 14 for about 20 miles, then 
turned southeast and finally returned. 
It was standard desert fare — miles on 
end of hoop-de-doos and unbelievable 
amounts of dust, The schedule was 24 
miles per hour most of the way. How 
tough that loop was depended upon who 
you talked to, One expert commented that 
it was "so easy it wasn't worth riding.” 
But over 100 of the novices ( and maybe 
a few experts) never made it to the 
second loop. 

The second loop started off ina south- 
erly direction and made its way, in a 
rather convoluted fashion, down past 
Red Rock Canyon and then east toward 
Rand before returning to the start, The 
last six miles were the same on both runs. 

The first twelve miles ran up and down 
some twisting, torturous canyons that 
were really tough. Often no more than 
handlebar width, and filled with rocks 
and rock steps two feet high, these 
canyons wiped out a lot of contestants. 
A rider who had trouble in these canyons 
first had to pull his bike up into the rocks 


cent years. 


so other riders could pass and then 
contend with the formidable heat before 
he could get moving again, The Pros- 
pectors M.C, used part of this course 
in the I.S, D. T. qualification enduro, 
Coming out of the canyons the riders 
were faced with an unrelenting series of 
uphills and downhills coupled with razor- 
backs. Many of the smaller bikes came 
to grief on the uphills, which were not 
only very steep and long, but which were 
strewn with those momentum-killing 
rocks. The bigger bikes had their trou- 
bles on the downhills, Watching a small 
rider on a big Triumph trying to prevent 








his bike from becoming a downward- 
bound rocket was a thrill a minute, At 
the end of 25 miles (as far as this rider 
got) there had not been a single stretch 
of ‘easy riding." According to those 
who did finish, there was no relief until 
about eight miles from camp, Nobody 
that I could find thought the second loop 
was easy. 

The total length of the course was 95 
miles, The Rams did an excellent job in 
laying out the course and setting up the 
event. There was johns, food trucks and 
emergency services at the pit area. The

PHOENIX, ARIZ, — The city council 
voted last week (4-22) to ban motor- 
cycles from the newly established Ari- 
zona Moto Cross Association course lo- 
cated in the northeast section of the city, 

Effective May 1, said the council 
ruling, all motorized vehicles will be 
banned from Dreamy Draw track loca- 
tion. The move was prompted after 
several horseowner clubs protested to 
the council that the bikes were destroying 
the terrain, 

Charles Christiansen, parks director, 
said that the popularity of the area was 
a major factor in closing the area, 

“Оп some Sundays, well over 2,000 
persons have been in this confined area, 
including several hundred motorcycles,’’ 
he added. 

According to Ted Isenhart, AMCA 
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Diminutive Gary Wells (Yam), age 14, 
formerly of Las Vegas and now from 
Phoenix, won all heats, He and Tom 
Webster (Bul) of Kingman, diced hard and 
fast, swapping places in the corners 
much to the delight of the crowd. Tom 
went deeper into the turns but Gary 
pulled him in the straights. 

The 250ce Novices fielded 28 bikes, 
split into two groups. In the first division 
Lee Casteel (yam) and Jeff Klinder 
(Yam), both of Prescott, each had afirst 
and second place finish. But Lee also had 
grabbed another second to overshadow 
Jeff's fourth!

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LAPD ORDERS 
MOTO GUZZIS 
AND HONDAS 


LOS ANGELES, CALIF, — After a year 
of reliability testing, the Los Angeles 
Police Department has ordered 85 Italian 
Moto Guzzis, as part of their previously 
Harley-Davidson dominated fleet of more 
than 500 motorcycle patrol units, ac- 
cording to Gerald ‘‘Ray’’ Wynne, direc- 
tor of police transportation, 

Additionally, Wynne said that the de- 
partment has placed an order with Paci- 
fic Coast Honda in Lomita, Calif. for 11, 
specially equipped, Honda 750’s, 

In the year long test of the 10 Italian 
bikes, Wynne said his department found 
that maintenance costs have been ‘‘about 
the same” as the Harley-Davidson's. 
However, he said the initial cost of the 
Guzzi is ‘‘considerably cheaper’’ than the 
big 74's. He added that there was no 
«major component” failures during the 
Moto Guzzis test, 

The LAPD tried a number of different 
bikes at Riverside Raceway nearly one 
year ago, and as a result, recently 
called for bids on 11 Honda 750’s, iden- 


tical to the prototype set up by Long 
Beach Honda. Pacific Coast Honda was 
the low bidder, 

Like the Guzzi, the big Japanese bikes 
will be tested for a year and then evalu- 
ated, If they prove satisfactory, the police 
department will order a number of them 
as part of the regular fleet, the director 
of police transportation said, 

According to information from Pacific 
Coast Honda, a new facility is being 
planned for the police 750 set-up and 
service, The set-up of the machines 
includes a solo seat instead of the 
banana seat; addition of a radio mounton 
the rear fenders; brackets for saddle- 
bags; re-aligning the mufflers so the 
saddlebags can fit low; a major modifi- 
cation to the speedometer; rewiring of 
the electrical system to accommodate 
the many electronic components found on 
police motorcycles; modification in the 
frame to allow for the installation of a 
larger battery; and repainting of the 
machine,

Lake Injectors New | 
Departure In Carburetion 





Lake injectors are available in both flange 
and hose mounts. 


A new wrinkle in carburetor design 
has been released to the retail market 
by the Lake Research and Development 
of Lake Isabella, Cal. 

The Lake Injector looks like one of 
those mysterious ‘‘little black boxes’’ 
we’ve all heard about but in reality the 
unit is an exercise in simplicity. 

Basically the injector is a black anno- 
dized aluminum box with a velocity stack 
on one side and a flange mount on the 
other. (A hose mount is optional.) 

Inside, a slide with a hole in it that 
corresponds to the venturi size controls 
the air flow. The fuel inlet pipe moves 
up and down with the slide and the pipes 
relation to a stationary metering needle 
is what controls the flow of fuel, There 
are four different needles available and 
the needle position in the carb body is 
adjustable via two knobs at the bottom 
of the body. 

Here's how it works: The slide, oper- 
ated by a throttle cable, is raised or 
lowered to increase or decrease the flow 
of air. The fuel induction pipe is raised 
or lowered, with the slide, which 
increases or decreases the flow of fuel. | 
The correct mixture is obtained by 
adjusting the patented needle while the 
engine is running, so that the proper 
amount of fuel is mixed with the airflow 
in the venturi. That’s all! There are no 
float bowls, or levels, also no primary, 
secondary or main jets to be bothered 
with. 

The Lake Injector does not have to be 
mounted vertically to function properly. 
It can be mounted in any position that 
will facilitate hooking up the throttle 
cable and fuel line. 

The heart of the Lake Injector is the 
needle. It differs from mostcarb needles 
in that it has a flat taper milled on one 
side. The flat side is very wide at the 
end of the needle and tapers away to 
nothing about 2/3 of the way down its 
length. 

The basic mixture ratio adjustment is 
made by turning the large knob that 
raises or lowers the needle. 

When the engine is tunedfor maximum 
power with the slide fully open then the 
smaller knob is adjusted to twist the 
needle to tune for mid-range and low 
end power,

Because of the rush of air flowing 
across the needle, the flat taper acts 
like an airfoil and its relation to the air 
stream will make the engine run richer 
or leaner in the mid range. If the flat 
on the needle is facing the engine, it will 
run richer. If it is turned away from the 
engine it will run leaner, 

Paul Bostrum rode a Lake Injector 
equipped Triumph to a second place win 
in this year’s National Championship TT 
in the Astrodome and the injectors have 
met success in many other types of 
competition. 

The manufacturers claim horsepower 
gains of up to 15% on the dynamometer 
because of the increased air flow, Dyno 
reports show power increases throughout 
the rev range,

SAN FRANCISCO — The U.S, Forest 
| Service today turned down a request by 
\the Sierra Club to reverse a Forest 
| Supervisor’s. decision on thefuture man- 
| agement of the 39,500 acre Granite Chief 
|Area, 80 miles northeast of Sacramento, 
| fn the Tahoe National Forest. 
(The Sierra Club had requested that the 
39,500 acre Granite Chief Area be de- 
clared a "Wilderness Area””, under the 
provision of the National Wilderness 
Act. In effect, this would have prevented 
recreational use — including motorcycles 
— in the entire area.) 

J.W. ‘‘Jack’? Deinema, Regional For- 
ester for the National Forests of Cali- 
fornia, told an interested group of the 


Forest Service Regional Headquarters: 
**We are pleased to continue to work 
with the Sierra Club andother interested 
groups. However, based on careful study 
of all the statements received from the 
public, evaluation of the resources and 
conditions of the area, and our experi- 
ence as professional land managers 
under the guidelines set by Congress, I 
have decided that the original conclusion 
was proper, I am upholding the decision 
made by Forest Supervisor Hank Branagh 
to manage the northern portion of the 
Granite Chief area for backcountry re- 
creation and the southern portion for 
full resource use.”’ 

A key factor in the Forest Supervisor’s 
decision was the fact that 40 percent of 
the land in the Granite Chief Area is 
privately owned. Moreover, the area 
offers opportunities for future recrea- 
tional use on portions of National Forest 
land needed to meet the increasing public 
demand for family camping, fishing, 
hunting, and sightseeing. 

Deinema went on to say, ‘‘Because of 
our concern for unstable soils and water- 
shed protection in the northern portion 
of Granite Chief, I have already esta- 
blished the ‘Granite Chief Motor Vehicle 
Closure’ which prohibitis cross-country 
use of motorized vehicles on 20,400 
acres," The only entry into this area will 
be either by foot or horseback. 

Two million acres, or 10 percent of 
the National Forest land in California, 
consist of Wilderness and other lands 
under study by the Forest Service for 
inclusion into the Wilderness System. 


The U.S. Forest Service is undoubtedly 
the most progressive of the various pub- 
lic agencies, in recognizing the needs 
and rights of motorcyclists. They are 


_ absolutely clear on which areas may be 


ridden and explain why certain areas 
may be ridden and explain why certain 
areas must be closed. Maps of open and 
closed areas are available through the 
organization, and Cycle News will pub- 
lish this information in a future issue. 
In appreciation for their concern with 
off-road vehicle users, we should care- 
fully respect the closed portions of Na- 
tional Forests, as well as doing such 
things as clean up litter in the open 
areas.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) — An $18 million 
plan to rescue the California desertfrom 
destruction by smog, motorcycles, gar- 
bage and construction was proposed to- 
day by the federal Bureau of Land 
Management, 

**Some areas are already being heavily 
used for recreational pursuits in an un- 
controlled manner that will spoil or 
destroy them,’’ the bureau said in a 70- 
page report entitled ‘‘The California 
Desert: A Critical Environmenal Chal- 
lenge.”” 


“Unless we act soon, the desert faces 
damage and destruction because of people 
pressure." 

U.S, Secretary of the Interior Walter 
J. Hickel said in a prologue to the report, 
“The inroads of our civilization are al- 
ready evident on the desert; air pollution, 
solid waste disposal, scars on the land 
surface, accidental destruction and wan- 
ton vandalism’’... 

..The document issued by the Cali- 
fornia office of the BLM saidthatto save 
the 25,000 square-mile desert covering 
five southern counties the Department of 
Interior should undertake an $18 million, 
five-year program to: 

-Establish a ‘‘uniformed protective 
ranger patrol’’ in the desert composed of 
BLM officers with ‘law enforcement 
authority .”” 

—Compile ‘‘basic data’’ about the des- 
ert. The area ‘‘has never before been 
considered as å whole,”” it said. It called 
present knowledge ‘‘fragmented, incom- 
plate, unrelated.”” 

Draw up a design for ‘‘total environ- 
mental planning and use” of the desert, 

—Begin ‘‘emergency protective con- 
struction to save values now in serious 
danger. It said this must be done ‘‘as 
soon as possible’’... 

«Among the greatest threats to the 
desert, the BLM pointed out, are ‘‘in- 
discriminate off-road vehicle use, im- 
proper grazing, careless mining opera- 
tions and unplanned construction, includ- 
ing road building.’’ 

The desert in recentyears has become 
a favorite haunt of trailbike, four-wheel- 
drive vehicle and dune buggy enthusiasts, 

“Littering will foul the scenery and 
cost many thousands of dollars for clean- 
up annually. Cultural values that are 
priceless and can never be replaced will 
be destroyed,’’ the bureau said. 

‘Penalties of inaction’ could include 
extinction of rare animals and plants and 
loss of the last traces of the Old West 
and Indian heritage, plus increased 
“health and safety hazards, crime, and 
even deaths of desert visitors and 
workers.” 

We feel that the article typifies BLM’s 
attitude toward recreational land use; 
off-road vehicle operators are, at best,

so as to disturb the peace or quiet 
of any neighborhood or person by 
noise, dust, smoke or fumes caused 
by such motor vehicle.’’... 

...The Supervisor said he has re- 
ceived numberous complaints about 
excessive motorcycle noise in the 
Hacienda Heights area, 

As I interpret this, Supervisor Bonelli 
would make your kid a criminal for 
riding a minibike in his own backyard!
